THAT PiFTKEN MtLLion LOAN. 

It is nearly a month since the telegraph 
informed the country that the Confeder- 
ates at Montgomery had passed a loan bill 
for fifteen millions of dullars. Great confi- 
dence was expressed by thé Secession jour- 
nals that it would be eagerly snatchcd up 
by Scathern capitalists, ip less than no 
time. The loan was to run twenty years, 
and bear 8 per cent. interest. It was to be 
a mortgace lien upon all the forts, arsenals, 
custom houses, mints, and other property 
stolen from the United States Government. 
The public revenue of the Confederat s 
was pledged for the payment of the inier- 
est, and a sinking fund was attached to the 
lean with capacity to sink the Great East- 
ern in spite of s eam pump 

The loan bill was all rigged out com- 
pletely, and launched on the waters of 
public confidence. It wag advertised in 
the daily papers of New Orleans, Galves- 
ton, Savannab, and Charleston, and even 
in the chief cities of the Border States. 

The first report that came announced 
that the planters had come forward and 
subscribed the stock, payable in . cotton. 
Jeff. Davis, it was reported, had offered to 
take the cotton and issue his bonds there- 
for, and that he had sent commissioners to 
Liverpool to sell it and obtain an advance 
on it. It was to be shipped direct to Eng- 
land, and would form the basis of that free 
and direct trade which was to be inaugu- 
rated between the kingdom of Davis and

sive privilege to live in a land flowing with 
niggers and cotton, and credit at five per 
cent. premium; and they thanked their 
sods that they were on as those 
miserable Republicans and Northern sin-

Bat, after all, it turns out nat there is 
some misunderstanding in regard to the 
ifteen million first mortgage ginking fund 
oan. The New Orleans papers which 
uave just come to band, are imploring the 
capitalists to come up to the/scratch and 
‘ake a portion of it, and set an example of 
confidence to moneyed, men throughovt 
the Confederacy.

“disrupted revolutionary condition,” and 
that the stocks of the ruined and undone 
Federal Government are quoted at nearly 
par. Surely, the Soutbern Confederacy

IN THE FUTURE. 
Whatever settlement may await existing

For nearly 
five months the Government has been 
drifting nearer and nearer toward anar- 
chy; and whether we arsume that it is 
for the waut of power to arrest its 
progress in that direction, or because of 
failure to execute certain well-defined pow- 
era, the result is in no respect changed. 
There is a failure to meet the ends of 
government somewhere, and it is of little 
conseqrience whether it is in the construc- 
tion of the machine, or in the power which 
is to keep it in proper motion, or in botb. 
We are not of the number who regard 
the present difficulties as conclusive against 
free government. Every form of government 
which the ingenuity of man has yet de- 
vised, has had to pass through trials which 
have tested its strongth, and those which 
have not failed utterly have, at least, been 
subject to temporary failure. There is no 
reason why free government, in the pres- 
ent state of enlightenment and civilization, 
should be exempt from the comman lot, 
nor is there sound logic in the conclusion 
that, because it is now undergoing the per- 
ils of such a trial, it must necessarily prove 
& failure. It is not a failnre, nor will 
it be.

THE ITALIAN QUESTION. 

The speech of Prince Napoleon in the 
French Senate, on the 1st inst., bas created 
quite as profound a sensation on the other 
side of the Atlant’c, as did President L'n- 
coln’s inaugural inthe United States. Nor 
need we wonder th.t it did so when we 
refiect upon the radical views sct forth, the 
uncompromising tone in which they were 
uttered, and the near intimacy of the 
speaker with the head of the Imperial 
Government, The central ideas of the 
specch are as follows: 1. The will of the 
people, expressed through the medium of 
universal suffrage, is the rightful sover- 
eign; 2. France is commitied to maintain 
the liberal cause in Italy, and whereve. 
else her power may be rightfully invoked ; 
3. Venice is necessary to Italian unity, and 
it must go with Lombardy and Naples 
when the fitting time comes around; 4 
Rome must be the capital of Italy, and tho 
temporal rower of the Pope must cease; 
5. Ltalian unity and independence will cre- 
ate a first-class military and second-class 
naval power, which will be the ally of 
France, bound to resist and put down ali 
reactionary movements looking to a revi- 
val of despotism in Western Europe; 6. 
The treaties of 1815 are to be execrated 
and defied, and it is the glory of Frarce 
that she las tern them with the sword. 

These are bold sayings, indeed. Bold- 
est of all is the declaration that Reme 
must be the capito] of the I:alian kingdom, 
and that the wretched domination of the 
Pope must at last find a quietus. That 
the treaties of 1815 have been execra'od 
and defied by the French people ever since 
they were signed, and by none more ear- 
nesily than by the Emperor himself, does 
not admitof adoubt. Thatthe expulsion 
of Austrian despotism (the very life and 
soul of the treaties of 1815,) from Italy,bas 
been the end and aim of his policy, 
ever since he found himself seated on a 
‘throne, is equally clear. That the cham- 
pionship of free princ’ples and universal 
suffrage in Western Europe, has been the 
desire of his heart at all times, has 
not been so clear, but everything po'n's 
to the fact that he has mastered the lesson 
of the age—that he bas learned carefully 
the terms upon which thrones can be held 
in this day of grace—that he knows {ull 


is regarded by the legitimist sovereigns ef 
Euro: e—and that he is making common 
canee with the people in obedience to the 
instinct of self preservation. Whatever 
his motives, the destiny of I'aly has been 
ion his hands the past two years, and he 
has now declared the result of his labor. 
An empire of 22,000,000 souls, speaking 
the same languege, descended 


history, ground by the same tyranny and 
debased by the same priestcraft, has sprung 
up full grown and armed to the position of 
a first class power in the world—a vindi- 
cator of man's right to govern himself and 
a propagator of free principles among the 
nations. It may well be asked whether 
this movement is not more striking even 
than the events of the first Napoleonic era. 
But that the one was ihe forerunner of the 
other—each an integra] part of the grand 
whole—we might aver that the Revolution 
of 1861 exceeds the revolu'ion of 1784 in 
the splendor of i's results, by as much as it 
full: short of that great uphcaval in 


guinary lustre.

The general alarm was sounded promptly, 
and the steamers were on the spot with little 
delay and did efficient service in staying the 
progress of the flames, which were confined 
to the roof and upper part of the building. 
The most intense excitement prevailed outside 
as it came to be known that th. children were 
in the upper part of the house. Daring men 
Were ready and willipg to brave everything, 
but nothing could avail. 

At one time when the room was so well 
cleared of smoke as to show that they were 
not on the floor, it was hoped that by some 
_ wnaccountable means the little ones were oat 
of the building. Just at this time the father 
returned from the city, and to what a ecene. 
He and Chief Engineer Harris made every ex- 
ertion to enter and examine the upper part of 
the building, and did so when thg fire was 
partly extinguished. There in a little clothes- 
closet opening off the kitchen, were found th. 
half consumed little bodies of the children. 

They were burned bayond recognition, and 
the eldest almost beyond the semblance of bu- 
maaity. They lay together, the larger partly 
covering the younger, as if im their infant ter- 
ror they had crept to the closet for shelter. 
“The sight was « barrowing one and the most 
profound sensation passed through the crowd 
as the two little blackened and crisped bodies 
were pityingly borne away to the residence of 
the father of Mr. Lenz, a few biocks distant on 
Goet he street.

Emportant Decision Against the City, 
The case of Tuttle, Green & Co. against thé 
city of Chicago, has been on trial before Judge 
Goodrich of the Superior Court for three days, 
It resulted yesterday morning in a verdict for 
the plaintiff of $4,500. The plaintiffs in 1958 
were lumber dealers, having a yard on the cast 
side of the sonth branch of Chicago river, at 
Van Buren street.

But owing tv some mistake of some of 
the city officers, who thought it unnecessary, 
the usual proceedings required by law for the 
condemnation of private property for publie 
use were not taken.

In cutting scions, take from the extremity 
of the limb of a tree that part of it which 
grew the preceding season, and keep the shoot 
or twig entire till wanted for use, Scions are 
united to their stocks in several ways. What- 
ever may be the mode of operating, however, 
the principle is always the same, namely: the 
sap-vessels of the graft and the deck must be 20 
adapted to cach other that the sap can flow unin- 
terrupledly from the one to De other. Cleft graf. 
ing is the mode in most common use. Stocks 
from half an inch to two inches in diameter 
are usually worked over in this way. The 
whole top of a large tree may be thus headed 
back and grafted, so as to become even more 
valuable than one that was grafted in the aur- 
sery. The operation js performed as follows: 
Saw off the stock crosswise, them pare the end 


‘Smoothly witha knife. Next split down about 


two inches with a thin, sharp knife, driven 
with ahammer. A narrow wedge is now driven 
into the middle of the cleft, so a8 to keep the 
top of it open about aquarterofan inch. Cut 
the scion (which should not contain more 
than three or four buds,) at the lower end, in 
the form of a wedge, about one and a halt 
inches long, contriving to have a bud or eye 
at the top of the part so formed, to insure 
greater success. The scion is next to be ip- 
serted on one side of the stock, and fitted 


nicely into the cleft, so that the inner bark of 


the outer side of the scion shall exactly meet 
that of the stock. On large stocks two scions 
are thus inserted, one on each side. The sci- 
ons being adjusted, carefully withdraw the 
wedge which stands erect between the scions. 
Make a ball of wax, and lay it om the head of 
the stock, between the scions, and press it 
down, and spread it so as to cover the head, 
and lap over three-fourths of an inch ali around 
upon the bark, and rub it down smoothly, be- 
ing careful to make an air and water joint 
around the scions and over the end of the 
stock. Where the wax passes over the corner 
of the stock, it should be quite thick, to pre- 
vent it from cracking. Then cover the cleft 
on each side quite below ite lower extremity, 
and the work is done. The next spring cut 
off nicely the poorest scion in each stock, as 
one is usually sufficient. 

For ema)! seediing stocks, or smal! sprouts 
on larger trees, less than half an inch in dia- 
meter, it is well to adopt the whip or aplice 
method. Cut the stock with a sharp knife, 
obliquely upward, without bruising or start 
jog the bark, and the scion downward with a- 
corresponding angle to make the two parts fit 
nicely, care being taken that the inner bark of 
the stock and scion exactly meet. Then la 
the parts together and bind them snugly with 
a strand of matting or bass bark, and cover 
the splice with grafling wax or clay, to shield 
it from the air and water. 

Allied to splice grafting is what is called 
saddle grafting. Ou stocks of halfan inch or 
more in diameter and scions of the same size, 
this mode is sometimes employed with excel. 
lent success. In this process, cut the stock 
with a drawing knife upward forming aw e; 
then split with a fine saw and scion, and with 
a knife pare away each side to a point, so as to 
fit the stock ; eos the parta together, and 
bind them firm y with matting or bark, and 
cover the whole with clay or grafling wax. At 
the end oftwo months t eunton will gener- 
ally be sofficiently perfect to allow the remo- 
val of the covering and the ligature, whieb, if 
left on too long, will injure the growth. 

Ip-arch g t! ng is used when others will 
scarcely succeed. The two trees must stand 
close to each other. A twig of each, without 
being cnt from its tree, must be pared with a 
long, corresponding slanting cut, and the two 
raw edges must be nicely fitted, and bound 
firmiy together, and the joint covered with 
the composition.

The two year o ing stocks 
are Headed down to within an inch or so of 
the collar or crown; they are then splii, and 
the scion inserted, a in common cleft grafting. 
The scion is held in its place by a piece of 
matting bound round the stock. The stocks 
to be used for this purpose are generally taken 
up im Une fall, grafted im the winter at the fire- 
side, and pack ed away in the cellar till spring, 
when the y are properly planted ; the point of 
insertion of the graft being covered with the 
eoil. No wax or clay is np . Scions 
may also be grafted on small roots by common 
p The point of union should be 
covered with soil to the depth of two inches. 
Grafting may be performed at almost any sea- 
son of the year with scion properly kept; but 
by far the best time is from the first of March, 

all along until the middle of May—stone fruits 
ret, aud the others somewhat later. 

Neither graiting nor budding ean be suc- 
cessful, unless between different varieties of 
the same species, asthe apple upon a seed. 
Hug apple-tree stock ; or between nearly al
